Safety Tip of the Week 
Emergency Rescue 


If you are untrained in first 
aid and arrive at the scene of an 
accident, avoid a second collision. 
Cautiously pull up several yards 
beyond the accident if possible. 
This will allow better access for 
emergency vehicles when they ar- 
rive, Turn on your flashing lights, 
to help warn approaching traffic 
of the accident. 

Please use common sense before 
you react, Do not move the injur- 
ed, unless a serious life-threaten- 
ing situation is evident. If fire 
or possible explosion might threat- 
en someone's life, movement might 
be necessary, However, inexperi- 
enced by-standers should not jeo- 
pardize the safety of the victims, 
and they should be concerned with 
their own safety as well, Moving 
someone with neck or back injur- 
ies could be fatal or cause seri- 
ous damage. If you keep a calm 
attitude you will be a lot of help 
to someone who is apprehensive, 
frightened and in pain. It should 
be recognized that much harm can 
be done in moving someone im- 
properly. By-standers can help 
most by giving reassurance to vic- 
tims, Keep calm and tell the in- 
jured that help will be arriving 
soon, 

Send someone else to phone the 
police, ambulance and fire depart- 
ment. Have someone search for 
victims that might have been 
thrown from the vehicles involy- 
ed, Cover the injured with blan- 
kets, if you have any available. 
Keeping the victims warm will 
help prevent shock. 

Please wait for trained medical 
personnel to arrive. Rescue should 
be conducted by people who have 
been trained in treating life- 
threatening problems. Knowledge 
of proper procedures is very im-

From Washington 


As with past budgets, the fed- 
eral budget submitted to Congress 
last week by President Carter 
Js a mixture of economic realities 
and hopes—or guesses, 

_The reality of the $616 billion 
fiscal year 1981 budget is that tax- 
Payers will bear a heavier burden 
in supporting government spend- 
ing, The hope is that predictions 
for a recession in the coming 
Months will not be so severe as to 
increase the current estimate for 
a $16 billion deficit, 

President Carter described his 
third budget as “restrained,” In- 
deed, with a projected rate of in- 
flation of about 10% for FY ’°81, 
there is little “real” growth in the 
budget, Government spending is 
begged to a 9.3% increase — or 
$52.2. billion—over FY '80, 

The President faced a serious 
decision in light of the fact that 
more than 75% of all government 
Spending is uncontrollable, either 
by the executive branch or Con- 
gress, In FY 81, previous spend- 
ing commitments will amount to 
over $470 million for a wide vari- 
ety of Programs, including the so- 
cial security system. Yet, Presi- 
dent Carter accepted the wisdom 
of requesting higher defense ex- 
benditures to upgrade America’s 
conventional arms arsenal, The 
perilous military aggression of the 
Soviet Union necessitated a com- 
mitment to improving the United 
States’ conventional capabilities, 

Of the $52.2 billion in spending 
increases, $15.3 billion will be de- 
voted to defense, with the remain- 
der committed to cost-of-living in- 
creases in programs such as Social 
Security and Medicare. 

The President's passive approach 

to the FY ’81 budget will allow 
the real tax burden of business 
and individuals to rise $40 billion 
to the highest level—21.7%, of the 

GNP—since 1944, The Administra- 
tion has been able to submit a rel]- 
atively small deficit of $16 billion 
by allowing taxes to increase 
through “taxflation,” where indivi- 
duals move into higher and higher 
tax brackets after receiving cost-in- 
living raises, Social Security tax- 
es will continue their climb in FY 
*81 to levels never reached before. 

Budget outlays for energy indi- 
cates a major shift away from nu- 
clear power, with greatly increas- 
ed expenditures for conservation 
and alternative non-nuclear pro- 
grams, 

In Maine, rural homeowners will 
feel detrimental effects from a sig- 
nificant cut in the Farmers Home 
Administration programs for finan- 
cing low and moderate income ru- 
ral housing. Maine’s allotment was 
cut from $50 million in FY ’80 to 
$39 million in FY '81, A critical 
examination of the desperate need 
for this money in States like 
Maine will undoubtedly be made 
by Congress, There is some hope 
that funds for Maine may be 
restored, considering the fact with- 
out the aid major economic trou- 
bles would beset the tural housing 
and building market, 

President Carter, as expected, 
included funds to renovate Loring 
Air Force Base ($12 million), to 
purchase agricultural commodities 
—including poultry—which were 
embargoed in response to the Sovi- 
et invasion of Afghanistan ($800 
million), and additional funds to 
continue feasibility studies of Dic- 
key-Lincoln ($800,000), I will stren- 
uously oppose the inclusion of 
funds for Dickey-Lincoln, which 
has become a perennial and Point- 
less expenditure, 

Naturally, federal Spending 
will undergo close scrutiny through 
the Congressiional budget process, 
With many adjustments being 
made in the course of the year. 
There are many opportiinities to 
restore the financial health of the 
country through fiscal prudence, 
and I am hopefil that Cotigress 
will identify these and act on 
them,

The Week in 


Washington 

by Sen, Edmund S. Muskie 
Defense 

_ The preper level of spending 
for defense—spending which now 
makes up one fourth of the fed- 
eral budget—will be one of the 
most controversial portions of this 
year’s budget debate. As Chairman 
of the Senate Budget Committee I 
will be spending a great deal*of 
time in this session examining ‘this 
question, 

The budget President Carter sub- 
mitted to the Congress this week 
would provide an average 5% an- 
nual real growth in spending—af- 
ter inflation—for defense for at 
least the next five years, 

This is a substantial commit- 
ment. The impact of a 5% level of 
real growth would cause defense 
spending to increase from $140 
billion in Fiscal Year 1985. The 
increase would be even higher if 
the level of inflation assumed in 
the President's message—roughly 
7% per year through 1985—proved 
to be optimistic, 

The defense budget will pay for 
improvements in our nuclear ar- 
senal, for nuclear weapons based 
in Europe, and for improvements 
in NATO forces, It will finance a 
550-ship navy through the 1990’s. 
And it will finance development of 
“tapid deployment forces” design- 
ed to move as Many as 100,000 men 
quickly to a trouble spot anywhere 
on. the globe, 

The Congress will almost cer- 
tainly approve these defense pro- 
grams. They are necessary. They 
are also a sign that the United 
States has both the resources and 
the will to respond to Soviet ad- 
venturism. 

But this does not relieve us of 
the responsibility to examine the 
President’s request and other pro- 
Posals with a careful eye. Lobby- 

ists for defense contractors are 
eager for the debate to begin. 
“Wish lists’ inside the Pentagon 
and outside are growing longer by 


the day. There will be calls for Ma 


spending increases of 7%, or even 
10% above inflation, 

We thave to ask, how much is 
enough? To answer that question, 
we will need detailed justification 
for military spending proposals, 
We will need a better understand. 
ing of how our military power fits 
in with our foreign policy objec. 
tives. We must distinguish between 
real needs and fervent hopes, We 
Must balance military spénding 
against our needs here at home, 
especially our need to balance the 
budget and control inflation. And, 
Wwe must not Jet global unrest 
stampede us into costly spending 
decisions which might take sever. 
al_years to reverse, 

Finally, if we do not néed a 
Weapon, we must say no. Indeed,

We must 
and we will continue io negotiate 
with the Soviets, We must make it 
Clear that force will be wet with 
force. But we must make it équal- 
ly clear that conciliation ig possi.

MAINE UNEMPLOYMENT UP 
NEARLY 1% IN DECEMBER 


David W. Bustin, Commissioner 
of Manpower Affairs thas announ- 
ced that Maine's ‘ unemployment 
rate reached 7.2% during Decem- 
ber, an increase from November's 
6.35. In December 1978 the un- 
employment rate was 5.8%. 

“The increase reflects a small 
decline in the number of jobs av- 
ailable, and a somewhat larger in- 
crease in the number of people 
looking for work,” Bustin said. 
The December 1979 rate repre- 
sents an estimated 35,100 unem- 
ployed, as compared with 30,500 in 
November and 27,500 in Decem- 
ber 1978. 

A decline of 700 jobs occurred 
in the non-farm wage and salary 
sector between November and De- 
cember, Jobs in manufacturing in- 
creased by 300, but were more 
than offset by a decline of 1,000 
jobs in non-manufacturing, The 
most significant employment 
changes were seasonal changes in 
contract construction (—1,500) and 
food and kindred products (—800), 

A number of industries reported 
employment gains, the largest oc- 
curring in government (+600), 
trade (+300) and leather and Jea- 
ther products (+-300), 

During the year, non-farm wage 
and salary employment increased 
by 2,200. The manufacturing sec- 
tor added 1,300 jobs and non-man- 
ufacturing 900. Within manufac- 
turing durable goods gained 3,100 
jobs, while non-durable goods em- 
Ployment declined by 1,800. The 
Most significant employment 
changes occurred in metals and 
Machinery (+-1,600), other durable 
Soods (+1,200) and leather and 
leather products (—900), 

Within non-manufacturing, em- 
ployment changes of note occurred 
in services (+1,400) contract con- 
struction (—800) and trade (—700).
